The su it was bro u ght as the resu lt 
o f a fo u r-car smashu p which o c­ 
cu rred abo u t 11 pjn. March 1, 1952, 
o n <U^. 3€ >54 at a po int fo u r miles 
east o f Jackso nville. 
Edwards set fo rth that he was 
driving east whenr his car su ddenly 
failed to o perate, cau sing hia car to 
sto p o n the so u th side o f the pave­ 
ment. The plaintiffs charge that 
Jack Martin, Jr., traveling east, co l­ 
lided with the Edwards car. They 
allege that Martin Reiser, also driv­ 
ing eafit, stru ck Martin’s car, driving 
it against the Edwards machine. 
They allege that a car driven by 
Clyde Evans, eastbo u nd, sto pped o n 
the no rth half o f the pavement, 
blo cking traffic and cau sing Martin 
to ru n against the o ther machines. 
The p^intiff charged that the 
o ther drivers failed to o bserve and 
co mply with his signals. Negligence 
o n the part o f the three defendants 
was charged. 
Carl E. Evans asked $20,000 fo r 
perso nal inju ries fro m each defend­ 
ant.
